le approach of fire, dropped into the 


water ,where they sank and did not 
reappear.

This estimated number of dead does 


not include the large number classed 
as missing, who ciin not otherwise be 
accounted for. Neither does it Include 
the number who are supposed to have 
lost their lives in the fire. In the 
latter' class there Is absolutely no 
means at arriving at even an approxi- 
mate number of victims. The water 
ie so high and the current so strong 
that all that can be done now is to 
rescue those in the buildings sur- 
rounded by water. It will be at least 
three days before the correct number 
of dead will be decided on. Work of 
rescuing the victims of the flood is 
pushing forward with vigor. Better 
results have characterized the efforts 
of the organized forces now than dur- 
ing all the preceding 24 hours. Two 
little steam launches are now puffing 
up and down the river, picking up sur- 
vivors. A larger steamboat is expect- 
ed here by a special train on the Rock 
Island -within 24 hours, if possible to 
run a train. A trainload of small 
boats were in use but they were use- 
less in battling against the mighty 
current. 


A wire cable bas been stretched 


across the Kansas avenue bridge. To 
this will be attached a saad dip, and 
refugees will be brought across in this 
manner. If the ficspd does not rise 
further and those not yet reached can 
keep their places a few hours longer, 
there need not necessarily be a much 
larger loss of life.

by the flood is crowded with refugees 
and people coming from the surround- 
ing country who have come to witness 
the flood conditions. There is great 
anxiety as to what another day will 
bring forth. If the river does not re- 
ceive any more flood water west of 
here the improvement in the situation 
here will be marked. If the water 
rises at Manhattan and Wamego, 
there will be a repetition of the worst 
of the flood scenes and the distress 
here will be greatly intensified. Either 
contingency is entirely within the 
range of possibility.

Lexington, Ky., June 1.—A citizen 


of Jackson, who is now here, in a sen- 
sational interview gives his views as 
to what may be expected in Breathitt 
county when the troops are with- 
drawn. 


After reviewing conditions he says 


that no permanent good will result 
from the presence of the troops and 
the pending trials, but on the contrary 
that they will only aggravate the trou- 
bles that have cursed Breathitt coun- 
cy. For the accused to be tried in 
'Breathitt county .under present condi- 
tions, he says, the whole thing will be 
a "farce." 


He continues: "When the troops are 


removed there will either be an ex- 
odus of anti-Hargis men or a bloody 
feud,,miich bloodier than any that has 
heretofore happened in Kentucky." 
He thinks that the trials will only 
serve to align a large majority of the 
population on one or the other side. 
He claims that certain county officials 
are interested in securing the acquit- 
tal of the men accused of murder, and 
predicts that they therefore will be 
acquitted, the troops withdrawn, and 
then "God only knows what will 
happen." 


He says what was told before the 


special grand jury ia now known and 
preserved and that more men have 
been marked. He says th« Information 
that Tom White was indicted was 
known to White's friends before the 
warrant itself was drawn and that an 
official started a messenger to warn 
White. The squad of soldiers outrode 
the messenger. He saya that B. J. 
Little, the elisor, hae won the mortal 
enmity of the Haj-gls faction, and 
when the troops leave Little had best 
accompany them. Recalling Incidents 
•that are significant to residents, he 
says of the effect: "Jackson is a pow- 
der magazine, lighted matches arc 
everywhere burning now, and any 
time an explosion may occur."

Philadelphia, June 1.—With the of- 


ficial order for a general strike going 
Into effect, the leaders of the textile 
workers' unions claim iOO.OOO workers 
will continue to refuse to work, until 
their demands'are granted. 


The figures that were given out by 


the executive commltte of'the various 
trades affected are claimed to be too 
high. Four additional firms agreed to 
give their employes the 55-houp week, 
making a total of 47 firms, who em- 
ploy about 12,000 persons.. The dyers, 
lit addition to asking for a 55-hour 
week, want an advance in wages from 
$12 to $13 a week. If the dyers should 
continue on strike for any. length of 
time many mills that are not affected 
by" the strike would be forced to close 
down because of a scarcity of dyed 
materials. 
. 


The executive committee of the 


textile trades issued a statement to 
the public giving the reasons for the 
strike. The statement says that 36 
trades, representing 90,000 persons, 
ask for a 55-hour week with a propor- 
tionate reduction in wages, and three 
trades, representing 10,000 workers, 
ask for the shorter week with the 
same wages as at present, or a slight 
increase averaging 10 per cent. The 
statement declares that women and 
children are principally affected by 
the long hours in the mills, and that 
shorter hours will give them an op- 
portunity to improve health, increase 
the opportunities for education, give 
them time for enjoying some of life's 
pleasures and also enable them to get 
some benefit from the use of machin- 
ery. 
Tfie 
statement says that the 


strike was forced upon the workers 
because the employers refused to 
meet them to settle their differences.

Van district of Asiatic Turkey at 860, 
while the loss of cattle was incalcula- 
ble, as owing to the lateness of the 
spring a large majority of the animals 
were Indoors.

A large sand dipper was 
attached to this and used to take large 
quantities of provisions to those who 
were not yet rescued. The first, flood 
victim to be rescued by means qf the 
cable was the Rev. A. N Pearson, pas-

of the

church. Mr. Pearson said: "We spent 
three days on the top of our house. 
We were fairly warmly dressed, but 
had only two loaves of bread for our 
family of four during that time. All 
day Saturday and Sunday we had 
nothing to eat." 


Work of Rescuers. 


W. N. Keppard and wife, two aged 


people, were rescued. They were so 
numb that they could not feel and had 
to be knocked down into the water 
before the men could reach them. 
They were standing close together in 
the attic of a house, and so severe had 
been their experience that their minds 
gave way under the strain 
They can 


not recover. 
A Mrs Anderson and 


her year-old baby have been for three i 
days in a tree in plain sight of people | 
who were powerless to rescue them.

For three days she 


kept up the battle for life. When her 
rescue was very near she lost con- 
sciousness.

In this year of grace 1903 will be 


celebrated this week the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the birth 
of the city 
of New York. 
Passing 


along through our 
public 
streets, 


and looking toward those sacrilegious 
Babels reaching to the sky, we can 
scarcely realize that 
three stories 


was the limit of the good old Dutch 
houses of our ancestors, 
and -four 


stories of such an immense altitude 
that, like the pillars 
of Hercules, 


there was "no more beyond." Hav- 
ing exhausted the limit of explora- 
tion in the search of a shorter and 
safe passage to the Indies, 
Henry 


Hudson, commanding the Half Moon, 
entered the magnificent 
river that 


bears his name and dropped his an- 
chors opposite the Island of Manhat- 
tan. The Manhattans were a warlike 
tribe, whose 
possessions 
reached 


from where the Hudson and East riv- 
er connect down to Throg's Neck and 
thence along the sound to those lim- 
its where they met the boundary of 
another warlike tribe, brave and pow- 
erful as themselves who held %their 
possessions by the right 
of tenure 


and occupation. The right of this 
powerful tribe was never disputed. 


When the Dutch settled on the Isl- 


and of Manhattan they found it an 
excellent point for trading with the 
Indians. The same wave that wash- 
ed Manhattan Island reached up to 
the valley of the Mohawk and away 
beyond the Mohawk possessions to the 
banks of the noble river St. Lawrence. 
It was in this fertile and rich district 
that the finest furs and fishes in the 
world could be found. Rare woods 
were theie from which the Indians 
made his bow or built his tepee—so 
firm and strong that it resisted 
the 


terrible winters of this northern clime 
and nurtured a noble race, which was 
one of the greatest and bravest of the 
six nations to be found between the 
lakes and tTje sea. Grand old figures 
were the Dutchmen of 
those early 


times Braver never sought enterprise 
by sea or land. Reared in the Protest- 
ant religion, honest as the day, stern 
and exact in therr ights, those brave 
old sea kings looked upon the Indian 
very much as they did upon their 
children. There was no small trick- 
ery in their trading, no desire to cheat 
or to gain advantage 
by improper 


doings. Honest themselves, they be- 
lieved others should be honest, and if 
they were not so they thrashed 
into them, till at last the savages 
began to realize that honesty was the 
best policy. 


The hospitality of those early days 


was broad and generous, the divisions 
of society were few, official station 
was recognized as the standard of re- 
spectability. They 
were a decent, 


God fearing people, the upper classes 
claiming and receiving the respect due 
to their political or personal standing. 
The Sabbath was not broken then by 
unseemly riot; slavery was general, 
nd was recognized as proper. The 
rime of Ham which entailed 
upon 


is children for all time the degrada- 
ion of servitude, was passed to his 
osterity down to the present time. 
But the slavery of those days gave a 
heerful service, the servants, them-
